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Smith Offers Some 


Feed Suggestions 


Urges Planting Cow Peas 


and Crops For Win- 


ter Grazing 


The feed situation, except in a few 


scattered localities like the Ozan bot- 
tom, is a serious problem confronting 
Ihe farmers of 
Hempslcad 
county. 


Following are a few concrete sugges- 
tions which appear to be the best so- 
lution to the problem for the county 
as a whole. 


1. Cut up the corn for stover, and 


place it in shelter either at the time 
of cutting or as soon after as possible. 


2. Plant the corn land and all other 


land posiblc to cowpeas. These may 
be planted at once if there is moisture 
enough in the soil to bring them up. 


3. Sorghums, like, maize, hegari, 


etc.. may be planted only on the very 
jest soils. These crops when planted 
on rich soil will make feed, but they 
are particularly hard on tho soil and 
planted this late will rarely make 
p-oin. (English Sparrows feed heav- 
ily on seed of these crops). 


Cowpcas are undoubtedly the best 


crop to plant this late both from the 
standpoint of certainty of a feed crop 
and for the land's sake. 


Plans should certainly be made at 


Ihis time for the abundant planting of 
i*yc and oats for winter pasture. These 
crops can be planted in the cotton 
middles in September 
and 
furnish 


abundant pasture which ' will help 
greatly • with 
the 
feed 
shortage. 


Abruzzi rye is the variety which real- 
ly furnishes pasture, and will with- 
stand 
winter 
freezes. The 
Winter 


Turf oat will 
come 
nearer living 


through every winter here but does 
not furnish hardly the grazing varie- 
ties like Appier and Fulghum furnish.
